numiier in which his c-onntrymcn had rallied 
around him and Mr. Kilbrido during this visit, 
mid declaring that he (inino in behalf of tho 
hundreds of Lord Lansdownn's tenants whom 
his lordship's cruelly had made homeless. 
He 


characterized thu conduct of Canadian Irish- 
men at this time as heroic, not because of the 
"revolvers, knives, and bludgeons that- may 
be brandished in their faces," hut because of 
"the nioru substantial risks" they had to face 
in standing by him in this case. Ho expressed 
confidence tliat no citi/cn of the Dominion 
would bo intimidated from exercising his law- 
ful rights in these days, and closed by declar- 
ing that this matter tested to tho core "the 
courage and sympathy of our people in Can- 
ada in tho cause of Ireland.'1

Tho needle o' tho compass now points duo 
north on a meridian passing through western 
Dakota or eastern TJoutaua, nnd tiirjis to 
about northwest in England, though at tho 
:hnn thc mariner's compass was brought from 
Cliina tho needle pointed nearly north from 
England. 


'['ho aurora borcalis, like other magnetic 


phenomena, follows 
tho snmo westward 


course in its given latitude, and is mani- 
fested to a certain distance fi'Cni tho mag- 
netic polo. It; does not reach Pekin, on tho 
opposite si:le of thc earth from us, though 
i ho display is often very brilliant at Phila- 
delphia in thc samo latitude; but as the mag- 
neti.- polo passes onward, tho aurora will bo 
Been farther south in tho opposite hcrnisphcro 
nnd farther north than this, thus favoring 
each northern country in turn with i'_s beau- 
tiful on'cct.!.— Arknnsaiv Traveler.
